In view of the recent statement issued 
by Mr. Hoover, Chairman of the com- 
mission for Relief in Belgium which 
points out the impossibility at present of 
obtaining the necessary shipping tonnuge 
to forward to Belgium the food supplies 
in the same quantities as in the past, and 
ulso draws attention to the fact that the 
United States Government have made 
arrangements to loan to the Belgian Goy- 
ernment the sum of $45,0C0,000.-payable 
to the Commission for Rehef in Belgium 
in six monthly instalments-wbich sum 
will cover the'cost of such food supplies 
as can be shipped in that time by the 
limited number of ships available to the 
Commission-the Central Executive Com- 
mittee of the Belgian Relief Fund: in 
Canada finds it unnecessary for the 
present, to make appeal to the generous- 
ly dispused people of Canada on the plea 
of the urgency of support in order to 
stave off starvation.
